of G erm an troops through th a t n a ­ 
tion would bring B ritish bombing 
of B ulgarian m ilitary objectives. 


T he report circulated 
in diplo­ 
m atic q u arters th a t a form al note 
delivered to th e B ulgarian foreign 
office—by the B ritish m u n ster In 
Sofia, w arned 
th a t nazi m ilitary 
penetration of B ulgaria in order to 
attack B rita in ’s ally, G reece, would 
bring B ritish aerial action. 
B ritain was understood to have 
specified th a t the R A F. would bomb 
railw ays and other com m unication 
facilities if B ulgaria allowed nazi 
troops on h er soil. 


The official T urxisn press, which 
until 
recently 
insisted 
B ulgaria 
would resist G erm an dem ands for 
passage of troops, now is declaring 
Sofia may subm it to axis pressure. 
T he press, w hich generally reflects 
official views, has w arned repeatedly 
th a t a nazi advance toward 
Hie 
Aegean would bring Turkey into the 
war. 
T his change in th e attitu d e of the 
J T urkish new spapers coincided w ith 
j rum ors in Sofia th a t G erm an action 
j m ay be im m inent in the Balkans, 
j 
B ulgarian passenger train service 
I tow ard the R um an ian , T urkish and 
G reek fro n tiers h as been curtailed 
by 30 per cent, effective today, an 
action which would be consistent 
w ith m ilitary preparations. 
T h e B ulgarian foreign m inister, 
Ivan Popoff, was reported yesterday 
to have w arned a secret parliam en t­ 
ary m eeting th a t he was uncertain 
of the future.

She and Maurice Evans, ij’ho have 
scored a big success as Viola and 
Malvolio in “Twelfth Night,” plan 
to appear together in another play 
as soon as the one ends its Broadway 
run and a possible tour. (Miss Haves 
thinks that may be next fall.) 
“We’ve been reading plays like 
crazy,” she told me after her per­ 
formance the other evening. “We’ve 
considered Shakespeare, other class­ 
ics and modern drama.

Voelkischer Beobachter, was 
perm itted to send a representative, 
ruled yesterday that De Wet must 
go before a nazi firing squad. 
His guilt was proven beyond ques­

De W et’s adventurous nature, it 
was said, led him to quit the Royal 
Air force to fight with HaSie Selas­ 
sie’s Ethiopians against the Italians, 
and later to join the Spanish Re­ 
publican army. 
Ultimately, Germans said, De Wet 
appeared in Prague as an associate 


of an attractive and “politically 
compromised” woman who was sup­ 
plied with money by French agents. 
Finally, he was arrested in German 
territory on espionage charges.
